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REMARKS 

Claims 1-11 have been canceled and Claim 12 has been amended to incorporate the 
limitations of Claim 7, from which Claim 12 originally depended. 
Claim 12 should now be allowable. 

In addition, in the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that Claims 13-15 were 
allowable. 
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CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, Applicant requests that a Notice of Allowance be issued for allowable 
Claims 12-15.
